Canadas 
economic growth has been 
hampered That unexpect- 
ed twist has devastated the 
economies in Newfoundland 
and Harper’s home province 
of Alberta and threatens his 



Given the current state of 
the economy. Harper may do 


well to stay clear and focus on 
nty issues especially to the core 

"Eighteen per cent of 
Canadians have national secu- 
rity as a top issue, however a 
recent Abacus poll found that 
25 per cent of Conservatives 
consider it a top issue so it 
appeals to his voter base. 
Esselment said 

With Conservatives usually 
getting an automatic 25 per 
cent of votes in federal elections 
thanks to core Conservatives, 
and the remaining 35 per cent 
being split between them and 
therestoftheparties. (assuming 
only 60 per cent of Canadians 
vote), the Conservatives will 
win another majority 

Harper seems prime to also
